The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The following limitation was previously indicated as allowable: the cleaning apparatus 
comprises a slot in the support and the opposed ends of the cleaning element are secured in the 
slot, while a clamp means, positioned on the support, is positioned in the slot so as to engage the 
opposed ends to prevent dislodgement of the ends from the slot. This limitation is located in 
claims 1, 28 and 34 and therefore, since the prior art fails to teach these claim limitations, the 
claims are free from the prior art. 

The closest prior art of Liebscher teaches a support with a slot and a cleaning element 
with opposed ends. The opposed ends fit in the slot however Liebscher fails to teach a clamp 
means carried on the support for as to engage the ends of the cleaning element and prevent 
dislodgement from the slot. There is no motivation to add a clamp means to Liebscher since the 
ends of the cleaning element are secured within the slot without the need of a clamping means. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
